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Luverne Votes $10,000 Annual C of C Budget 


Wiley Stanford sent us a clipping this 
week from the Luverne paper that showed 
businessmen there are well aware of the 
problems facing a town trying to secure 
additional industry. Last week the Cham- 
ber voted an annual budget of $10,000 for 
the next two years. 

After three of their members went to 
Atlanta to discuss their organization’s pro- 
blems with a U. 8S. Chamber of Commerce 
officer, they recommended this important 
step for their town, They reported, “it is 
practically unheard of for a town to secure 
industry without an active, full-time man- 
ager to follow leads, and to compete with 
the trained managers of other towns. It 
takes a professional to hold his own with 
other professionals in any work, including 
Chamber of Commerce work,” 

Action on this big budget was unani- 
mously favorable. Those present at the 


Low ad valorem taxes on property in 
Coffee County will go on the scrap heap if 
a group of legislators in Montgomery have 
their way. Seeking ways and means to raise 
critically needed money for schools, a spe- 
cial committee is devoting its entire time 
to studying ways whereby counties could 
be compelled to keep assessments up to a 
certain level. 

The law says that property must be as- 
sessed at 60 per cent of value, but how 
much in Coffee County is taxed at that 
rate? Statewide the average home in Ala- 
bama is assessed at less than 20 per cent 
of value, Average corporation property is 
assessed at about 46 per cent of value. 

As long as more money has to be raised 
for schools, it is much more palatable to 
sensibly assess property than to remove the 
sales tax exemptions on items such as feed, 
seed, fertilizer and certain goods used in 
manufacturing. It is also better than put- 
ting a tax on advertising, hotel and motel 
rent or any of the other myriad tax schemes 
being dreamed up by legislators seeking a 
| way out of this tough problem. 

Alabama is not the only state in the 
|union to be plagued with low assessments 
: property. In Colorado the same troubie 


existed. A hard-pressed legislature there de- 
cided to do the job right. In place of in- 
structing tax assessors and boards of equal- 
ization to adjust assessed values, team of 
] men were sent into each county in the state. 


Higher Ad Valorem Taxes Could 


meeting felt it was time to expend every 
effort to provide more jobs for men and 
women in the Luverne area. The idea was 
that Luverne’s income must be reduced or 
additional industry secured. They decided 
the town was going to fight for more in- 
come in the way of industrial payrolls, Of- 
ficers and the board of directors were given 
authority to hire a manager, provide office 
Space and secure secretarial help with all 
reasonable speed, Money will be requested 
from each firm in keeping with its ability 
to pay. ; 

Luverne businessmen agreed that they 
could not afford not to do everything pos- 
sible to bring in additional industry, They 
have taken a forward step and are to be 


congratulated on their aggressiveness. Elba 
merchants and professional men could well 
afford to study this page from the book of 


Luverne’s history. 


Finance Schools 

They went through tax records one by one, 
took photographs and inventoried equip- 
ment in order to arrive at a fair value for 
a property. Then they set a value and stuck 
to their guns when anguished cries went up 
from land owners, Adjustments downward 
were made, but not many. 

This is a fair way to equalize assess- 
ments because the same interpretation of 
the tax rules would be applied throughout 
every county in the state. Citizens of Bar- 
bour and Coffee Counties would be paying 
the same tax rate. As it is, Barbour County 
shows a total assessment lower today than 
two years ago. In Coffee County in 1952 
total assessed valuation was $12,281,748, or 
$400 per capita. Valuation assessed in 1954 
was $12,935,482, or $433 per capita, 

For the same years Barbour slipped 
from $9,811,107 ($348 per capita) to $9,188- 
335 ($319 per capita). Some counties such 
as Jefferson and Mobile have increased 
their assessments far above those of other 
counties in the state. This is not fair and 
just taxation, 


More mony for schools is a must and 
sensible and equitable application of pre- 
sent ad valorem taxes is the way to get it. 
Statewide, it is estimated that if real pro- 
perties were assessed at 40 per cent of val- 
ue, the counties would realize more than 
$40 millon in additional funds (most of it 
for schools) and the state would get $6.5 
million. 


| City Gets Real Bargain on Airport and Property 


All the bills are in and paid on the mu- 
nicipal airport project. Now Elbians know 
in dollars and cents how much came out of 
city coffers in this transaction. Luekwarm 
supporters of the airport should be con- 
vinced the move was a good one because it 
cost only $2,440.52. 

What did the city get for this money? 
First of all there are over 200 acres of land 
now deeded to Elba. If nothing else was ob- 
tained, this would mean the town got pro- 
perty—most of it in the city limits—at the 
bargain price of around $22 per acre. Land 
not actually used as part of the airport may 
be rented out, sold as residential or indus- 
trial building sites or developed as a rec- 
reational area. 

For a time it looked like a peanut and 
cotton acreage allotment could be planted 
by the city on shares with some farmer. 
However, the landing strip used up most of 
the good ground and it wasn’t deemed fea- 
sible to try and get revenue from this 
source. 

Secondly, the landing strip itself is 
bound to be an asset to the town. Army en- 
gineers already are seeking to lease the site 
so that it may be used as a training ground 
for Camp Rucker pilots. The proposed lease 
gives the city only $1 and runs until 1960. 
However, the army promises to turn the 
field back to the city in as good condition 
as when they took it over, Councilmen in- 
dicated the lease met their approval if it 
includes the stipulation that maintenance 
will be taken care of by the army. 

Civilian planes landing at the Elba Mu- 
nicipal Airport and buying gas there will 
provide a small source of revenue for the 
town. A certain percentage of the gas tax 
collected goes into the city treasury. This 
won't be a lot but then Elba doesn’t have a 
large investment in its airport. 2 

Many factors go into this bargain for 
the town. Without a Department of Aero- 
nautics program for developing airports, 
nothing on this order would have been 
started. However, this state office pays half 
of the cost of building a landing strip and 
in this way makes the proposition attractive 
to the cities. Because the Department of 
| Aeronuatics is so liheral in what it con- 
‘ strues as the town’s share, a city is enabled 
to pick up an airport at little expense. 

In Elba’s case, expenses for buying the

property and constructing a landing strip, 
on paper ran over $30,000. Actual 
cash spent amounted to $17,440.52. County 
commissioners furnished equipment to do 
the grading and filling for the cost of labor 
and gas and oil. On the expense sheet, the 
use of a bulldozer or like machine is charg- 
ed out at the rate of $10 per hour or more. 
The Dept. of Aeronautics paid half of the 
$10 and thus enabled the city to get more 
money on this item than was actually 
spent. Of all cash expended ($17,440.52), 
Dept. of Aeronautics terms were so liberai 
that they put out $15,000 while Elba spent 
only the balance. The city keeps control of 
of all property not used on the landing strip 
and can make any change without consult- 
ing the state unless it affects the airfield 
operation. 

Individuals who should receive credit 
for this forward step of the town are Do- 
zier Roberts in his capacity as president of 
the Chamber of Commerce. He took the 
first step to initiate the project. On the 
council, Dr. C. P. Hayes and Stokes Haire 
spearheaded the program and quietly made 
arrangements to buy the needed real estate. 
Fred and Bob Folsom helped when they se- 
cured engineers from the State Highway 
Department to survey the job and lay out 
the work for the commissioners. By doing 
the work for cost, the commissioners should 
receive credit for their cooperative attitude. 

_ All in all, they made the project a bar- 
gain for Elba even if a plane never lands 
there. That seems highly unlikely, though, 
with Plans and Training officers at Camp 
Rucker beating the bushes for spots where 
their student pilots can practice landings 
and take offs. 

Only dark spot in the picture is some 
washing caused on one end of the runway 
by recent heavy rains. City officials hope 
the army will fill it in when they take over. 

As it is, formal dedication ceremonies 
at the airport will be held late this summer 
when the sod on the runways takes hold 
enough to stand the wear and tear of land- 
ings. Asa Rountree, Dept. of Aeronautics 
director, says anywhere from 30 to 50 small 
planes under CAA auspices, usually fly in 
for these dedication ceremonies. 

With the completion of this project, the 
town has taken a step forward at a bargain 
price. : |
